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THE NEW CONFEDERATION. 


HEfbill for the Confederation of the British North 
American Colonies, which is still pending in the 
British Parliament, has caused much unnecessary 
excitement in this country. Viewing the scheme as 
s covert attack upon Republican institutions, the 
newspaper press of the United States has denounced 
or ridiculed it in the most unsparing manner. It has 
even attracted the attention of Congress, engrossed 
though that body was in the grave business of recon- 
struction; and Mr. Raymonp introduced a strong 
resolution in the House of Representatives with the 
object of finding out whether the British Government 
had communicated with the State Department in re- 
lation to the proposed Confederacy, or had so much 
asasked whether the establishment of a kingdom on 
our northern frontier would be agreeable to us. The 
resolution was referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, whose report on this subject has not yet been 
thdered. It appears to us that the opposition which 
the scheme has encountered in this country arises 
from a misapprehension of the design of the propos- 
ed confederation. The plan is very widely regarded 
as2 new and deliberate attack upon the Monroe 
Doctrine, of which most Americans entertain very 
vague and contradictory ideas, but for which, never- 
theless, they cherish a profound veneration. It look- 
ed very much as if the monarchical system were to be 
foreed into our neighborhood, whether we liked it or 
not; as if, chagrined at the failure of MAXIMILIAN 
to establish an empire on our southern frontier, the 
monarchists of Europe were bent on setting a north- 
em limit to the growth of republican institutions. 
But those who take this view have evidently given 
but little attention to the details of the bill, which 
Was printed in the Canadian and American news- 
papers, as well as to the character of the Provinces 
which are to be united. An examination of these 
points will hardly fail to convince the reader that the 
proposed confederation is not designed as a menace 
the United States, that there is little danger of its 
ever becoming a monarchy, and that it will be, on 
the whole, extremely advantageous to the industrial 
‘ad commercial interests of this country. 
First, let us briefly consider the political character 
of the Colonies. A few facts will suffice to show 
W ill-adapted those Provinces are to the establish- 
ment of amonarchy. In the first place, and chiefly, 
18 no aristocracy in the Provinces, and no means 
staining one. An aristocracy requires hereditary 
Wealth and large landed estates, and it would be absurd 
look for these in British America, where wealth is 
used and where the land is held by small, thrifty 
Under the old French system in Lower 
a such a basis formerly existed. There the 
‘ euries with their vexatious privileges con- 
. 0 aristocratic element which existed nowhere 
™ British America. The tenantry paid a small 
Pet acre to the Seigneur. The privilege of run- 





ning mills belonged to him. Nota handful of grain 
could be ground without paying toll to his agents. 
To him also belonged the right of mining, of quarry- 
ing, etc. When land was sold, he could claim a cer- 
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to these material advantages, he could and did exact 
a kind of homage that was very galling to the pride 
of our Canadian neighbors. He, for instance, claim- 
ed the right of way in all public roads, and when he 
entered church all persons were compelled to rise and 
to remain standing until it pleased him to be seated. 
These vexatious privileges were abolished in 1855, 
after more than thirty years of political agitation. 
This left the Provinces without a trace of aristocracy, 
and without a basis upon which to build one. There 
is not even an established church in Canada. The 
churches there are sustained by voluntary endow- 
ments. This system would have to be entirely 
changed before an aristocracy could flourish in the 
Provinces, for without a state church establishment 
what could be done with the younger sons of tie great 
families? 

In addition to all this, the general sentiment of the 
people of the Provinces is more in favor of republi- 
can institutions than of a monarchy. They have not 
asked for a king. While they have no disposition to 
throw off their allegiance to the Queen, they have no 
inclination to take upon themselves the burden of sus- 
taining a separate monarchy. There is not sufficient 
wealth in all British America to provide for a re- 
spectable royal establishment; and of this fact we 
may be sure the British princes are aware, if the peo- 
ple of the Provinces are not. But aside from pecu- 
niary considerations, our northern neighbors are 
almost as republican as ourselves. They dislike 
political and social caste as intensely as we do, and 
are fully as strongly attached to the principles of pop- 
ular government. Very likely there are numbers of 
foolish people in the Provinces who would welcome 
the presence of a royal establishment, but the majori- 
ty have a decided preference for a cheap and popular 
form of government. The designation of the United 
Provinces as a ‘‘kingdom,”’ in the bill for the con- 
federation presented to Parliament, was, we are assur- 
ed, a mistake, the consequence of haste in drawing 
up the bill. The official title of the future British 
American State will be ‘‘ Confederation of Canada,” 
or ‘Dominion of Canada,’’ so that our republican 
ears will not be offended even by the sound or sem- 
blance of royalty in our northern neighbor.j 


Judging from the very full and, we have no doubt, 
candid statement of the Earl of CARNARVON in the 
House of Lords, the chief object of the Colonies in 
combining is to obtain greater unity of interests within 
themselves, greater economy of government, to place 
themselves in better relations with foreign countries, 
and to secure a more perfect system of internal im- 
provements than is possible under present conditions. 
These objects can be obtained only by a union of the 
several Colonies under une central government, which 
shall be endowed with almost independent power. 
The act of confederation now before Parliament will 
leave the Colonies only nominally dependent on the 
Home Government; in almost every attribute of a 
State they will be independent and self-governing. 

No one who carefully examines the matter can fail 
to see that the union of the Provinces under a single 
government must act favorably upon our commercial 
and political relations with them. We shall then 
have to deal with one gcvernment only, where now 
we have to deal with a dozen, each one of which has 


————= 
its own petty interests to secure. We shall find, too, 
that under the new conditions, the Provinces will 
assimilate more to the United States; and we do not 
doubt that in time they will become entirely inde- 
pendent of the mother country. That time cannot, 
we think, be very distant. The union of the Prov- 
inces into a compact confederacy, is the first step 
toward a complete separation from the rest of the 
British Empire. When that separation takes place, 
Canada, as we must in future call the Provinces, 
will probably take her position among the republics 
of the world, unless she becomes a part of the 
United States. For either lot, the projected union 
will be the best preparation she could have. 

We see, then, no cause to be offended with the 
scheme of confederation, or to be suspicious of its 
effect upon this country. There is, we think, no rea- 
son whatever to believe that England is attempting to 
play off on our northern frontier the little game that 
NAPOLEON has so unsuccessfully tried on our south- 
ern. His experience was not so cheerful as to en- 
courage imitation. Nor have our neighbors any 
reason to dread our interference. We shall let them 
alone, trusting only that their good judgment may 
lead them into the peaceful ways of republican inde- 
pendence. 








WE publish elsewhere in this issue the text of 
the act increasing thirty-three and one-third per 
cent. the pay proper of the officers of the Army. By 
the following letter of the Second Comptroller of the 
Treasury (who is always a very strict constructionist) 
to the Paymaster-General, it will be seen that ‘‘ pay 
‘“‘proper’’ is held to mean strictly the pay pertaining 
to grade and not the extra pay allowed for any par- 
ticular duty. The Comptroller says : . 

In reply to your letter of the 9th inst., I give it a» my opinion that 
“‘ pay proper,” within the meaning of the law, “‘as used in the first 
“section of the Act of March 2, 1867,” means the pay pertaining to 
grade, and does not include an increase of compensation depending 
upon particular duty. It follows that line officers acting as aides-dee 
camp, company officers in command of companies, etc., are not en« 
titled to an increase of one-third upon the addition they receive for 
the performance of special service, as they already receive more than 
others of their grade. The difference in compensation should not be 
made greater without express direction of law, by allowing a per 
centum upon their extra pay. Regimental adjutants, commissaries 
and guartermasters, having been made grades by law, are entith@ 
to the thirty-three and one-third per cent. upon what was previously 
additional pay, but which is now a part of this pay proper. 

The following is another decision of the same inflex- 


ible officer : 

The first section of the Act of March 2, 1867, providing for a tem- 
porary increase of the pay of officers, etc., applies only to those who 
were officers of the Army, Regulars or Volunteers, at the date of the 
act. This appears, I think, ex vt termint, as well as from the debates 
on the subject, for the parties named as the beneficiaries are, ‘‘all 
‘officers of the Army below the rank of major-general,”’ not those 
who have been officers. The officers who had been discharged pre 
viously to the date of the act were no longer *‘ officers of the Army,” 
but citizens, with no more military responsibility or privileges than 
other citizens. Although the increase of thirty-three and one-third 
per centum to their pay proper is to be paid from an antecedent date, 
yet that has no effect either of inclusion or exclusion es to the parties 
entitled to receive it. The chairman of the committee who reported 
the bill concurs entirely in this construction, such being, in his 
opinion, the undoubted intent of the law. 


Though the law as thus construed does not benefit 
the officers of the Army as much, perhaps, as they 
expected it would, it certainly gives them partial 
relief, and was worth fighting for.

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THE RELIEF OF FORT PICKENS. 

Ws have been requested to publish the following letter 
of Joel T. Headley, in reply to the letter of Harvey Brown, 
published in our issue of the 2d instant : 

To the Editor of the New York Times. 

In your paper of the 19 instant, I noticed a lengthy article 
written by General Harvey Brown, ostensibly to correct cer- 
tain historical errors whick he asserts he has discovered in 
the extract from my “Farragut and our Naval Commanders,” 
published Ly you the other day. The extract gave a de- 
tailed account of the secret ition that was fitted out 
to relieve Fort Pickens. It never before been published, 
and the singular facts therein narrated we venture to say 
were entirely new errors to General Brown. He does not 
dispute the correctness of any of these, but directs his elab- 
orate effort to two incidental statements that could have 
been omitted altogether without impairing the completeness 
of the narrative. 

The first of these two is the declaration that the troops 
under Captain Meigs arrived “just before Porter.” General 
Brown asserts “ the troops on board the Aé/antic arrived off 
Pensacola on the evening of the 16th of April. The Pow- 
hatan did not arrive until about noon of the 17th.” 

He does not say how far away he means by “ off Pen- 
sacola,” nor how late in the evening the steamer arrived, 
nor define what he means by “ about noun ”’—a very loose 
proceeding we suggest in a critic who is writing to correct 
dates. But let this pass. According to his own statement, 
the troops arrived during the night, and Porter came up 
next forenoon. If after a lengthy voyage one of his vessels 
reaches the destined point a few hours before the other, we 
always thought the general term “ just before” was per- 
fectly correct, and think so still; nay, that is quite as ac- 
curate as the loose statement of General Brown. 

The second named error in the account is the declaration 
that Porter was present when the landing took place. It 
is of no consequence whether he was or not, because there 
was no opposition, and hence no glory or merit to be divi- 

General Brown says : 

The commanding officer and a portion of his command were 

landed by the boats of Captains Adams and Poor immediately after 


their arrival, and the fort was relieved about 2 o’clock on the morning 
of the 17th, several hours before Captain Porter made his appear- 


ance. 

The reader will see that General Brown means te convey 
the impression that the work of landing was all done be- 
fore Captain Porter's arrival. He, however,-seems to forget 
that a little further on, in order to prove a statement, he 
introduces the following letter of Captain Meigs to Por- 
ter : 

Captain Porter, Commanding Powhatan, off Pensacola. 

Str: Under the circumstances detailed in the within letter, and the 
necessity of avoiding collision, while in the act of landing stores 
horses and artillery, I feelit my duty to request you postponing en- 
tering the harbor for the present. 

Thus it will be seen that General Brown’s own witness 
asserts that Porter was present and wanted to go inside 
while “ stores, horses and artillery’’ were being landed. 
General Brown cannot have so low an opinion of the in- 
telligence of the common unmilitary reader as to suppose 
he does not know that an expedition cannot be said to have 
effected a landing where a few men have got ashore who 
would be a burden instead of a benefit without “ stores, 
horses and artillery.” Now it is candialy submitted if 
General Brown, while professing to correct these two state- 
ments, has not corroborated them both. The truth is, 
these small matters were not the cause of General Brown's 
lengthy letter, but the expression of an opinion on my part 
which has nothing to do with the facts of history. He 
says: 

ya Headley on on to declare that Captain Porter ‘could have 
gone into Pensacola,’ anxiously ‘ desired to doso, but the Army officer 
at Fort Pickens protested against it, urging as a reacon that the fort 
was not in a condition to resist the fireof ‘* Brage’s Batteries,’’ which 
vorter knew hecould silence. . . It wasa great disappointment 
to him not to be able to take the place when he knew how easily it 
could have been done, but he would not attempt it with the Army and 
Navy commanders (both his seniors), opposed to it. He has no doub 
since regretted, a hundred times, that he paid attention to such timid 
counsels and did not take the responsibility.’ 

Now, I fearlessy assert that Captain Porter could not have entered 
Pensicola Harbor at that time, that the attempt would have been 
followed by the certain destruction of the vessel, the probable loss of 
the crew, and the jeopardizing the safety of Fort Pickens, and that it 
he could have entered, no voluable results would have followed. He 
would onlv have entered into a trap, in which he could not stay, and 
from which he could not extricate himself, or be extricated. 

Now, General Brown can assert what he chooses, and it 
may be the truth, but we would like, if the General will 
permit it without losing his temper, to be allowed to coin- 
cide with Captain Porter, who believed he could enter, and 
was standing in with his batteries manned and his flag fly- 
ing when he was intercepted. other General, we be- 
lieve, once * fearlessly asserted ” his opinion against that of 
Admiral Porter, and was proving it to be correct before a 
Committee, when the thunder of cannon and shouts of the 
peop-e announcing the fall of Fort Fisher settled the quee- 
tion at issue. 

The Powhatan, no doubt, was a bad vessel for such an 
enterprise as Porter contemplated, but the boldness and 
unexpectedness of the movement would probably have made 
it successful. There was, however, no intention of reflect- 
ing on General Brown’s course in stopping him. Under 
the circumstances, it may have been unwise to take the 
risk of failure, with all its results. He expressed no opia- 
ion on this point. It must be remembered that “ Farragut 
and Our Naval Commanders” is, as its title indicates, not 
a history of the war nor even a naval history. The book 
proposes to give, first, biographical sketches of those naval 
officers, without distinction of rank, who distinguished 
themselves during the war ; and second, a detailed descrip- 
tion of the battles in which they were engaged—in short, a 
series of biographical sketches and a series of naval pic- 
tures, no more, no less. A com naval history would 
have swelled the work to too asize. This fact is 
mentioned because Captain Adams might think there was 
an intention to reflect on him in speaking of Porter’s action 
in reference to blockading duty. Such an inference would 
be incorrect, for the Navy boasts no more t and ca- 
pahle officer than he. But in the sketch of Porter, in order 
to make it com it was necessary to give all his actions 
—show his activity, enterprise and dari 
when saying “ he has probably regretted a h times 
that he obeyed such timid counsels,” etc., the object was to 
bring out « peculiar trait in the man—one which was s0 
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een, 
conspicuous in his illustrious father. No eplulen Gandie. 
as to the propriety of his doingso; the phrase « fait 
counsels” was meant simply to express what were aa. 
ably Poter’s feelings when intercepted in his daring mov 
ment. Both General Brown and Captain Adams may oe 
been, and very probably were, right, under all the deem. 
stances, in doing just what they did, and Porter hes, 
wrong in taking avy responsibility. We said nothin 
about it because we were writing of Porter only—giyj 4 
his actions and character. Hence we necessarily gaye hint 
a peculiar prominence, which he would not have occupied 
in a fistory of the land and naval movements combined 
Any one in writing a biographical sketch of General Meios 
would reverse this course, and make him just as prominent 
as we have made Porter. There may be seeming injusticg 
in this, but any one, on a moment's reflection, will see that 
it is preposterous to put the full biographies of two men in 
the sketch of one. 

We think that we have effectually disposed of all the 
statements of General Brown except one, and that is the 
pompous and supercilious assertion contained in his closin 
sentence. We leave him the full benefit of that, and wil 
only say that we trust he is more skilful in managing an 
army than he has shown himself to be in managing his 
case.

ACT INCREASING PAY OF ARMY OFFICERS, 
{[Pustic—No. 60.] 
An act to provide for a temporary increase of the pay of 

. Officers in the Army of the United States, and for 

other purposes, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That for 
two years from the lst day of July, 1866, all officers of the 
Army below the rank of major-general, including the pro- 
fessors at West Point, shall be paid an addition fof thirty. 
three and one-third per centum to their present 
proper ; and the pay and emoluments of all field and other 
mounted officers shall hereafter be the same as is now pro- 
vided by law for cavalry officers of like grades. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That section one of the 
act entitled “‘ An act to increase the pay of soldiers in the 
United States Army, and for other purposes,” approved 
June 20, 1864, be, and the same is hereby continued jn full 
force and effect for three years from and after the close of 
the Rebellion, as announced by the President of the 
United States by proclamation bearing date the 20th 
day of August, 1866. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the provisions of 
the joint resolution approved July 25, 1866, entitled “A 
Joint Resolution in regard to rations of Union soldiers 
held as prisoners of war,” shall be extended so as to allow 
commutation of rations at cost prices in the settlement of 
the accounts of all enlisted men of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps who died while beld as prisoners of war 
in the Rebel States, or who, having becn so held as pris- 
oners of war, have died or may die subsequent to release; 
to be paid, however, only to the widow of such deceased 
person, if such widow remain unmarried, or in case there 
be no such widow then to the surviving children of the 
deceased; or if there be no such widow or children, then 
to the parent or parents of the deceased ; or if there be no 
such widow, children, parent, or purents, then to the 
brothers and sisters of the deceased 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That section one of the 
“ Act providing for the better organization of the militagy 
establishment,” approved Angust 3, 1861, authorizing the 
President to appoint an Assistant Secretary of War, be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That so much of the 
act entitled “ An act to increase and fix the military peace 
establishment of the United States,” approved July 28, 
1866, as relates to the promotion of assistant surgeons 
after three years’ service, shall be amended so as to read 
“and persons who have served as surgeons or assistant 
surgeons three years in the Volunteer force shall be eligible 
for promotion to the grade of captain.” 

Szc. 6. And be it further enacted, That the act entitled 
“* An act more effectually to provide for the national de- 
fence by establishing an uniform militia throughout the 
United States,” approved May 8, 1792, and the several 


acts amendatory thereof, be, and they are hereby amended 


by striking out the word “ white.” 

Sko, 7. And be it further enacted, That (excepting the 
ordnance storekeeper and paymaster at the Springfield 
ArMory, who has the rank, pay, and allowances of 4 
mjor of cavalry), all storekeepers of the Army shall here- 
afier have the rank, pay, and allowances of captains of 
cavalry, and the post chaplains now in service, or here- 
after to be appointed, shall be commissioned by the Presi- 
dent, and ali vacancies occurring in the grade of chaplain, 
which is hereby established to rank as captain of infantry, 
shall be filled by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, and all Army chaplains shall bere 
after be on the same footing as to tenure of office, retire- 
ment, allowances for service and pensions, as now provi 
by law for other officers cf the Army.

THE MONITOR DISCUSSION. 
Tax following interesting article on Monitors is from the 


Landon Engineering : 

The important discussion which has taken place at the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, on Mr. Bourne's paper “On 
Ships of War,” has excited the greatest possible interest 
both in engineering and naval circles, and may be expected 
to influence the national action in this matter. Uur readers 
would expect us, as a mere topic of engineering news, to 
recapitulate the various arguments for and against the 
system which have been brough: forward in this controversy. 
But the obligation to afford this information becomes more 
imi ive when it is felt that the mists which have hereto- 
fore obscured this question are being gradually dispelled by 
salutary agitation, and that opinion is gradually converg- 
‘ne toward certain main articles of faith that will meet 
with general acceptation. In a national point of view, 
the importance of right conclusions upon this subject it 
would be impossible to overrate, since it lies at the root of 
the efficiency of our navy, or, in other words, of our mari- 
time power; and although in a mere engineering point of 
yiew the question is one of much interest, it assumes a new 
im ce when it is seen how deeply it concerns our na- 
tional welfare, and how heavy a responsibility devolves on 
the leaders of engineering opinion to conduct the natioual 
mind aright, seeing that it is essentially an engineering 

blem which has now to be resolved. 

Mr. Bourne’s views upon the right construction of ships 
of war are, we believe, already widely known. He main- 
tains that of broadside ships we have already enough, and 
that although vessels of that class will probably continue 
to be necessary for certain purposes, yet that the prime re- 
quirement of our navy now is the introduction of such 
a number of Monitors as would, in the event of war, 
suffice to protect our broadside fleet from the assaults of 
other Monitors which might be expected to be sent against 
it by an enterprising enemy. Mr. Bourne explains that 
the Monitor system is essentially a system of concentration, 
where, on any given displacement, the thickness of armor 
and the power of gun are made the greatest possible ; and 
as a large power, whether of penetration or resistance, 
must necessarily prevail over a small, he maintains that, in 
any contest between a broadside vessel and a Monitor of 
the same size, the Monitor would necessarily prevail, and 
that, unless a covering flotilla of Monitors be provided, our 
broadside fleet, in the event of war, will eventually be sent 
tothe bottom. Mr. Bourne does not advocate Coles’ turret 
system, which he rays, with many imperfections in the de- 
tails, misses the relization and even the perception of the 
grand principle of the Monitor system; and we all know 
that the thickness of armor in Coles’ ships is not so great 
as it is in some of the existing broadside ships, whereas 
some of the American Monitors have side armor fourteen 
inches thick, with several feet of backing. Mr. Bourne 
proposes that any Monitor now to be added to our navy 
should have side armor 18 inches thick, a turret 24 inches 
thick, carrying two 20-inch wrought-iron guns, and suf- 
ficient power to attain a speed of from 16 to 17 knots. 
Such vessels, he says, would be both impregnable and ir- 
resistible, and might readily be built on the Monitor system 
on a displacement not very much exceeding that of the 
Warrior or Bellerophon, 

The rush of objections which the discussion brought out 
will relieve the system of most of the peccant humors 
which have heretofore hindered effective progress ; and to 
bring them to the surface is the natural antecedent of their 
final extinction. One speaker maintained that thick armor 
was not necessary to the protection of ships of war, as it 
would be better to let shot pass through, and to restrict 
our efforts to the exclusion of shell, which would be done 
by the use of 5-inch or 6-inch plating. It was 
pointed out, however, in reply, that the Palliser shell had 
already been projected through 8 inches of armor and 18 
inches of backing, or through a considerably greater thick- 
news than it had been asserted would keep all pos- 
sible shells out; added to which it was manifest that it 
would be a most dangerous thing to conclude that in shells 
or ordnance we had reached the limit of power, and that no 
margin of superfluous strength should be allowed to meet 
that gradual increase in penetrating capability which we 
saw steadily going on. (reat thickness of armor, it was 
aigued, was indispensable, and it was by the use of the 
Monitor system that it could alone be obtained. 

One speaker objected that, as the fire of the Monitors 
was confessedly slow, it would be better to have two turrets 
than one placed, say, 120 feet apart, with a row of broad- 
side guns between them, properly protected, all of which 
could, it _was said, be done with very little increase in the 
weight. This doctrine Mr. Bourne characterized as a com- 
plete delusion, and he said, if it were to be applied to the 
case of the Dictator, we should, instead of one turret 15 
inches thick, have two turrets of only 74 inches thick, each 
carrying two guns of only half the weight of those of the 
Dictator ; and if, in addition, we had enough of the side 
armor stripped off to form and protect a row of broadside 
guns, the result would be that, instead of a formidable 
man-of-war, we should have an emasculated weakling 
Wholly unable to contend even with existing circumstances, 
% say nothing of those which are impending. A single 
turret carrying a couple of heavy guns was declared to be 
detter than any greater number, as on any given displace- 
ment, multiplication was only another name for weakness, 
iis because a single turret best fulfilled the primary con- 

ion of the Monitor system. 

It was further objected that as in the case of a vessel

ver powered. But it was further heen that, if the “tween 
of the Dictator were tight, not much water could en- 
even if part of the vessel’s bottom were out, as the air 
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shut within the hold would prevent the water from enter- 
ing, a8 it does in a diving-bell. The whole of the crew is 
lodged above the ’tween deck, and that portion of the vessel 
need not be obstructed by bulkheads at all ; whereas the 
holds, being merely appropristed to the stowage of shot, 
stores and other things of that nature, would be but little 
incommoded by bulkheads, both longitudinal and trans- 
verse, which would confine the water from any leak to a 
small compartment, which could not sensibly affect—even 
if filled—the vessel's line of flotation. 

There are three objections which Mr. Bourne enumera- 
ted to a deficient depth of armor, and some of them had 
been already pointed out in our own pages. The first is 
the risk of exposing the unarmored surface of the bottom 
when the vessel rolls heavily; the second, the liability of 
the unarmored surface being exposed in the hollows be- 
tween high waves when the vessel is elevated on their 
crests; and the third, the possibility of an oblique shot 
reaching the unarmored bottom through the water. Mr. 
Bourne showed that in all these respects the Monitors are 
rafer than any of the iron-clads in our navy ; first, because 
Monitors scarcely roll at all, while broad-side ships roll 
heavily; second, because the Monitors are not lifted, and 
cannot be lifted, high on the crests of waves, as they have 
no tall sides for the water to rise upon to produce the ne- 
ceseary lifting action, and the upper portions of the waves 
which produce this lifting action in common ships is in 
the case of the Monitors spilt over the deck ani into the 
hollows; and third, because, owing to the projection of the 
armor shelf in the Monitor, the side is protected against 
oblique fire to a much greater depth than the armor itself 


extends. Thusin the case of the Dictator, the armor of. 


which extends only 4 feet 8 inches below the water, the 
height at which the best directed shot would encounter 
the bottom, supposing it could pierce through the water, 
would be not 4 feet 8 inches from the surface, but 9 feet 4 
inches from the surface, which is a greater depth than any 
of the iron-clads of our navy are protected to by their 
armor. In most of our iron-clads the armor, which is 
flush with the rest of the bot:om, extends to a depth of 6 
feet from the surface of the water. 

In regard to the seaworthiness of Monitors, Mr. Bourne 
stated that the experience of every successive year adds 
new proofs of the reality of such seaworthiness, and the 
reasons why they should necessarily be so were not, he 
said, difficult of perception. First, it was remarked the 
deck was made as tight as the bottom, and the air required 
for ventilation and for maintaining combustion in the fur- 
naces was drawn through a tall shot-proof funnel, sur- 
mounted by a cap, which prevented the entrance of water 
or of any projectile. It was impossible, therefore, for any 
water to enter the interior of the vessel even in the rough- 
est seas, and a Monitor was in fact a species of lifeboat 
which could not be swamped by the entrance of the waves. 
For the convenience of the crew, a spar deck supported on 
pillars was provided at the level of the top of the turret, 
upon which in all weathers persons might walk out. With 
regard to the objection sometimes alleged that, even if it 
were safe to have waves of six feet in height rolling over 
the deck, it could not be comforteble, and that, as in such 
circumstances, a Monitor could not use her guns, she 
might under those circumstances be captured by a broad- 
side ship which would continue effective, Mr. Bourne 
replied that the hypothesis that, even in the roughest seas, 
waves six feet high roll over the Monitor decks is quite 
gratuitous, the fact being that much less water comes on 
board those vessels than might be expected, and the Moni- 
tor captains uniformly report that those vessels would be 
able to use their guns in weather which would hinder a 
broadside vessel from opening her ports at all. When a wave 
encounters the tall side of a broadside vessel, it is carried 
up upon it by virtue of its own momentum, as when it en- 
counters a cliff or any other resisting object; whereas, 
over the low deck of a Monitor, it is spilt in a thin sheet 
like a wave expending itself on the seashore, and no such 
elevation of the water ensues as would hinder the action 
of the guns. 

Reference was made during the course of the discussion 
to certain mishaps which befel the Monitor fleet before 
Charleston, and one speaker endeavored to show that 
Monitors had proved to be very weak vessels both in their 
powers of resistance and penetration, and that no such 
guns as we now possess, either in magnitude or offensive 
power, had been arrayed against them. To this Mr. Bourne 
replied that in America, as well as here, he was quite 
aware that the Monitors had been disparaged by certain 
persons, sometimes from those motives of sincere objaction 
by which great innovations are usually resisted, but some- 
times also from other motives of which he was quite con- 
scious, but to which he would not farther refer. The in- 
formation he had received from persons who were present 
at Charleston was, he said, the very reverse of that which 
had been given by one speaker, who, however, had not 
stated that he had been there at all; and this speaker's al- 
legations had the manifest fault that they were not merely 
inconsistent with fact, but inconsistent with reason. It was 
quite well known that the morning after the first action at 
Charleston, although some mishaps occurred, all the Mon- 
itors were reported by the superintending engineer as 
again ready for duty; and it was further known that 
during the course of the war the Monitors had on an aver- 
age been each twenty-five times inaction, being a larger 
amount of service than is elsewhere recorded in history, 
and yet, after all this service, they were practically un- 
harmed. The armament of the American forts with which 
they contended consisted of 143 guns, and comprehended 
13-inch rifled Blakeley guns, 1l-inch Dahlgren, 10-inch 
rifled Columbiads, and other guns of great offensive power. 
No case of penetration had occurred, Mr. Bourne stated, 80 
far as he was aware; but if any such isolated case did oc- 
cur, it would not prove that the Monitor system was bad, 
but only that in this particular instance it had not been 
carried far enough to meet the great power of gun arrayed 
against it. Apart, however, from all conflict of testimony, 
thus much was plain, that thick armor was stronger than 
thin, and that large guns were more powerful than small. 
The Monitor system, it was equally plain, was merely a 
device for the combination of the two. If, therefore, any 
one came to them with a tough story, saying that the Mon- 
itor system had been found weak and harmless, the result 
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would be not to overturn their previous convictions, but 
to enable them to appraise at its just value the prejudiceor 
credulity of the reporter. 

_With regard to the Chinese mode of attack by means of 
stinkpots, or by bursting a shell filled with some poisonous 
effluvium on the top of the turret, which had been referred 
to as possible, and whereby the people within the vessel 
would, it was said, be stifled, Mr. Bourne stated that these 
were risks to which common vessels were exposed, but from 
which Monitors would be specially exempt if suitably con- 
structed. One purpose of the influx of air through the top 
of the turret was to clear away any lingering smol.e from 
before the pilot-house which would obstruct the view, and 
this smoke, if was plain, should be conducted through a 
suitable pipe direct to the furnaces, instead of being cit- 
culated within the ship. Any deleterious gas which enterod 
with the smoke in this situation, might, it was plain, be 
also conducted through the same pipe harmlessly away, 
and means could easily be taken to protect even the men 
within the turret from its influence. The grand chan- 
nel through which the air passed for the ventilation of the 
ship was quite inaccessible to shells or to poisonous liquids 
of any kind; whereas into the open hatches and other 
orifices of a common vessel such liquids could easily be 
projected. Mr Bourne further explained that, in well- 
constructed Monitors there were always several ventilating 
engines, which would not all be likely to break down at 
once, even if one did so; and that even if the whole broke, 
the ventilating power of the chimney would be sufficient to 
draw in a great deal more air than a much larger crew 
than that of a Monitor requires. 

With regard to the objection raised by one speaker that 
the Dictator will not carry coal for any very lengthened 
voyage, it is plain that by increasing the dimensions of tho 
vessel the power of carrying coal oan be increased to any 
desired extent. A ton of coal occupies very nearly a 
measured ton of stowage in a vessel. The Dictator draws 
twenty feet of water, and it is plain that if we were to make 
her draught twenty-five feet we should be able to carry & 
depth of five feet of coal from end to end of the vessel leas 
the weight of the five feet of increased depth of side, which 
might amount to about one-fifih of the whole. In other 
words, we'should be able to carry a clear depth of four feet 
of coal throughout the length of the ship, the immersion 
and all other circumstances remaining the same. To main- 
tain the same speed a part of the weight would have to be 
surrendered for increased engine power; but the increase 
would not require to be great, as there would be an im- 
proved action of the screw at the greater depth.* 

Such are the principal points raised in this important 
discussion, and, on the whole, it must be confessed that the 
opponents of the Monitor system are left with scarcely a 
shred of argument on which they can henceforth take their 
stand. Thick armor and heavy guns we must have, and the 
only way whereby we can get them is by the adoption of 
the Monitor system. No doubt by enormously increasing 
the dimensions of broadside vessels we should be able to 
carry somewhat thicker armor on that system than we have 
already done; but we cannot increase the breadth without 
sacrificing the speed, unless we also increase the length, 
and the length has already been made so great as to be ob- 
jectionable from the hindrance it causes to rapid evolution. 
‘There is consequently no positive alternative before us ex- 
cept either to be content with thin armor or to adopt the 
Monitor system ; and thin armor is worse than no armor 
at all, as the fragments punched out will constitute ad- 
ditional missiles. 1t is to be hoped that these momentous 
truths are as plain to the Lords of the Admiralty as they 
are tous. They oughtto beso. If there is any answer 
to the facts and arguments here recapitulated, it ought to 
be at once forthcoming; but this at least is certain, that 
no such answer could be given by the collective wisdom— 
whether mechanical or naval—assembled at the Instituiion 
of Civil Engineers. If no such answer can be given, then 
will the Admiralty incur a grave responsibility by continu- 
ing to expose us naked to the world. It is no excuse for 
such a peril, to say that the lust admini: tration did the same 
thing. It had not the same means of information as now 
exist; and of all sins which will hereafter rise up against 
the Admiralty, the most damning will be that of wavering. 
and timid stagnation. Action is what the nation wante— 
well directed action no doubt. but not inaction on the plea 
that the Admiralty does not know what ought to be done. 
It is confessedly its business to know; and trom the penal- 
ties whether of wrong action or of no action it cannot 
escape. The whole nation feels that our naval power is in- 
secure. The whole nation expects the Admiralty to amend 
this fault promptly and effectually ; and if this reasonable 
expectation should be disappointed, the prestige of the 
whole Board will vanish, anda heavy day of reckoning 
will soon arrive. 











* The Dictator displaces about 30 tors per inch at the water line, 
or, say, 26 tons per inch below the armor shelf, making for four feet 
of effective displacement, over 1,200 tons. A Dictator drawing 25 fect 
of water would carry 1,200 tons of coal over aud ubove the 800 tons 
at present carried, or, in all, 2,000 tons of coal, which, in cruis ivg 
would last as long as the stores usually carried.

THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


Tam St. Petersburg Invalide—the official organ of the 
Russian Minister of War—contains the following interest- 
‘mg particulars upon the state of the Imperial Army in 
1866: 

The new system of military administrative districts, 
which in the past year was extended over the whole em- 
pire, had the best results. Through its instrumentality the 
orders of the central Government were carried out with an 
energy which could not have otherwise been attained. The 
stringent control exercised manifested itself by consider. 
able savings in the commissariat, while the quality of the 
articles provided was much better than heretofore. Though 
there was a general increase in the price of provisions and 
other commodities in the country, Government actually 
succeeded in satisfying its wants at a cheaper rate than in 
preceding years. Fifteen Army contractors, for instance, 
offered to supply 1,135,000 pairs of boots, at 44,000 roubles 
less than in 1865, and 130,000 roubles less than in 1863 
and 1864. To facilitate the complicated business intrusted 
to this branch of the service complete registers of the com- 
modities required were drawn up and published under the 
name of “ standard lists” (normalnuiya tabelli). In this ex- 
cellent digest are comprehended the several hundred simi- 
lar lists formerly existing in the Army, a condensation 
which has greatly simplified and increased the regularity 
of the service. 

A most important innovation is also the introduction of 

workshops for the making of regimentals. No less than 
16,000 men were last year employed ia this department 
The total of soldiers on leave already exceeding 400,000 
men, it is so very necessary to keep everything ready for 
their instantaneous equipment in case of need that a further 
increase of such shops seems to be highly desirable.* 

The energetic measures adopted for battling against the 
cholera, typhus, scurvy, and recurrent fever, prevalent in 
some districts, were readily seconded by the administrative 
department. Here, too, the new system worked well. 
Having under their control the whole medical staff, as well 
as the medicine stores of their respective districts,. the medi- 
eal inspectors could display a much more successful activ- 
ity than the central authorities on former occasions of the 
kind; and naturally so, the inspectors being only local and 
executive officials, while the central authorities under the 
old system had not only to give the necessary directions, 
but to carry them out everywhere. 

Long and successfully as the Government haveendeavored 
to follow up these improvements in the general condition 
of the army, little has as yet been effected in others, eco- 
nomical motives standing in the way. As a beginning how- 
ever, the new rules for the financial service of the indivi- 
dual regiments and other tactical unity of the army have 

. been introduced in two divisions, and preliminary measures 
preparatory to the general enforcement of these regulations 
adopted in the rest. ‘The sum of 350,000 roubles has been 
also set apart to raise the salaries in this department, while 
an equal amount has been granted for extra emoluments to 
officers whose service involves an absence ot more than 
three days from their garrisons. For similar purposes 
60,000 roubles have been placed at the disposal of the Com- 
mander of the Guards. Thus, notwithstanding the very 
embarrassed state of the public finances, the Government 
have found it possible to devote to the improvement of the 
condition of the officers a sum which, though insufficient 
to effect a radical curs, yet proves the generous solicitude 
of the Emperor for his troops, and his constant caro for 
their wants. 

Equally important with the improvement of their mate- 

position is the moral and intellectual development of 


the troops. The most satisfactory progress has been made |* 


in this respect. The educational department of the army, 
but a few years ago a distinct branch of the service, al- 
together foreign to the spirit and requirements of the troops, 
has of late been intimately connected with them, and en- 
abled to acquaint itself with the real wants of the officers 
when in barracks or in active service. ‘The reorganization 
of the military acad-mies may be described as all but com- 
plete. Plans for the establishment ot new military schools 
and gymnasiums have been drawn up and sanctioned by 
his Majesty ; ¢adet schools opened in all districts of Euro- 
Russia and the Caucasus (the Orenburg, and two Si- 
ian districts being the only ones as yet unbenefited in this 
repect) ; and, finally, a decisive step has been taken toward 
the reform of the old schools under the superintendence of 
the war-office. The duty formerly imposed upon these 
echools of educating a certain number of writers has been 
transferred to the reserve battalions. Likewise the instruc- 
tion of draughtsmen for the artillery will take place in 
future ina technical artillery school; engravers will be 
taught in the charto-graphical division of the general staff ; 
and an especial institution will be established for military 
sarveyors and engineers. The number of the old schools 
has been diminished at the same time from eighteen to 
twelve, and the name of Military Elementary Schools given 
to them. 

Independent of these reforms, Government have sought 
to add to the number of educated men in thearmy by 
other means. The privileges of those entering the service, 
with grammer-school and university testimonials, have 
been enhanced, and the practice made general that, what- 
ever their length of service, those incompetent to become 
officers gees a want of indispensable knowledge are not 

ted. 

Another and most powerful means for heightening the 
moral standard of the army will be the impending reform of 
the judicial department, and its assimiliation to the general 
— institutions of the empire. As yet, however, the 

bors which must precede this useful innovation are not 


Passing over to the activity of the technical departments, 
we find them busily engaged in adapting to our purposes 
‘the many and remarkable inventions recently made in the 
article of fire-arms. The expenditure thus entailed will be 
considerably in this empire than in States with 
a@smaller army and territory. Hence great exertions will 





*This arrangement is imitated from the Prussian Army, whose 
oats and boots are exciusively made by soldiersunder arms. Under 
the general conscription system, the number of drafted tailors and 
shoemakers is necessarily very greate ong 4 ; 
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be required to make our rate of improvement equally rapid 


with that of the Western Powers. 
In the course of the past year a an ene of our 
field artillery has been resolved upon. y rifled. cannon 


will be seen in future, one-third of the foot batteries to be 
provided with 9-pounders, and the rest of the foot batteries 
and all horse batteries with 4-pounders. ‘This change will 
give us an advantage over all foreign artilleries, if we can 
only obtain a full complement of guns with due celerity. 
Had the Government decided for the exclusive use of steel 
guns—an article the manufacture of which in Russia is 
very difficult, while its purchase abroad would be dear and 
slow—it would have taken us very long to re-organize this 
essential branch of the service. For this reason the Ord- 
nance Department have thought it advisable to order bronze 
guns, and made the requisite ea wp to cast three 
hundred pieces a year in the St. Petersburg arsenal. The 
quantity of new guns arleady distributed among the troops 
being not inconsiderable, we may hope that two years hence 
our field artillery will have been entirely armed anew. Not 
to remain below the mark in the interval, our old guns 
(muzzle-loaders) are being rifled in the artillery establish- 
ments, which will somewhat add to their efficiency. As 
much may be said concerning the introduction of a new 
infantry rifle. From the multitude of samples tested, some 
American models were found to be the best.* To facilitate 
a definitive choice, two artillery officers have been dispatched 
to America to ascertain the results of the extensive expiri- 
ments made there, and also to acquaint themselves with the 
particulars of the manufacture as carried on in the States. 
But that no time may be lost, our old infantry muskets are 
being converted into fast shooters, and a quantity of new 
rifles procured. The re-adjusted musket, firing six times 
in a minute, satisfies the most urgent requirements ; still 
experiments are being made with a new model, capable of 
being applied to our musket, and admitting of fifteen dis- 
charges in a minute. Should they be crowned with success, 
as it is probable they will be, the re-adaptation begun upon 
one system will be continued on another, and that the most 
efficient. The transition would be easy, as the raw mater- 
ial is the same in both. In accordance with the arrange- 
ments made, 300,000 fast shooting rifles + will be distributed 
among the army in the course of the year. 

The armament of the coast and inland fortresses pro- 
gresses satisfactorily in accordance with a plan laid down 
some time ago. As formerly, the heavy steel guns have to 
be procured from abroad, our founderies as yet being unable 
to match foreign manufactures. To accelerate the process 
the inland fortresses are being armed with bronzed breech- 
loaders, 12 and 24-pounders, which have proved serviceable 
on all occasions, and are ordered at the St. Petersburg 
Arsenal. 

The development of artillery science and the construction 
of ram-ships have led to corresponding alterations in the 
engineering art. Ancient means of defence having become 
insufficient for these times, we have everywhere to 
strengthen our walls and casements, give the coast fortifi- 
cations a facing of stone, and provide the inland works 
with a lining of rails. Our engineers are in the possession 
of many new and ingenious devices for heightening the de- 
fensive capabilities of our forts; but, the cost incurred by 
these improvements being enormous, their completion de- 
pends on the Finance Department, rather than on the Mili- 
tary. Unfortunately, the funds assigned for this purpose 
have been reduced from year to year. 

As regards the irregular troops, the time of service in the 
Cossack force has been lately diminished by a gracious act 
of sovereign generosity, and many improvements made to 
promote the welfare of the men. 

As appears from this short survey, our army incessantly 
continues to perfect itself. New principles of organization, 
administration, and education have been laid down, leaving 
ample room for minor impsovements to be introduced. In 
proportion as the reforms progress the military burden 
borne by the country is lightened. Already the army is 
not the heavy weight it was upon the people. Though the 
municipal authorities are even now obliged to contribute 
considerably to the maintenance of the forces, the sums ex- 
acted are small in comparison to the imposts levied for the 
same purpose at a time when a million of men were kept 
under arms during the greater part of the year, and scarcely 
any control exercised over their conduct toward civilians. 
The development of the mechanical arts as applied to mili- 
tary weapons wrests large sums every year from us, sums 
which no one would have ventured to turn to such purposes 
in former times. Still, our military Budget has undergone 
a gradual diminution during the last few years. In 1866 
our War office spent 13,000,000 roubles less than in the 
year preceding.t In 1867 there will bea further abatement 
of 7,000,000 roubles. 

Such being the financial results of our military adminis- 
tration and the reduction of our army to what compara- 
tively speaking may be called a small furce, we do not 
think that so great and powerful a realm as Russia should 
wish for an ulterior diminution in the effective strength of 
the troops, or complain of sacrifices, securing her to all 
eternity a first-class position among the nations of Europe 
and the entire world.

DIRECTIONS FOR TRAINS OROSSING THE 
PLAINS. ° 


Mason-GzexyezaL Hancock, Commanding Department 
of the Missouri, on the 26th ult., issued the following im- 
portant order, (General Orders No. 29) : 


I. General Orders No. 27 (Major-General Pope’s series) 
from these Headquarters, dated February 28, 1866, is hereby 
modified to correspond with the recent changes in the limits 
of this Department, and as follows : 

lst. Fort Larned is designated as the point of rendez- 
yous for trains en route to New Mexico via the Arkansas 
and the Cimmeron route, also to points in Colorado, via the 
Arkansas river; Fort Harker, for trains en route to Denver 
City, or other points in Colorado, and westward, via the 
Smoky Hill route; and Fort Riley, for all trains via the Re- 
publican Fork, to points on the Platte. These posts can now 
be reached from the Missouri river without danger. In 
case of Indian hostilities occuring hereafter in the neigh- 
borbood of Forts Larned or Harker, Fort Riley is designated 
as the point of rendezvous for all trains going West, in this 
Department. 

2nd. At the posts above designated, all trains will be 
organized for defence, by electing a Captain and other of- 
ficers, and organizing the teamsters, employees, and any 
other persons traveling with, or belonging to the train, into 
01¢ or more companies. Every person who accompanies 
a train must be properly armed for defence, and must sub- 
mit himself during the journey, to such regulations as the 
Captain shall lay down, and perform such duties as guards, 
sentinels, herdmen etc, necessary to the safety of the train, 
as may be assigned him by the same authority 
_ The commanders of the posts named as rendezvous, be- 
ing on the spot, are the best judges as to the proper con- 
stitution of the trains as to numbers, at any particular 
date; but no trains of less than twenty wagons and thirty 
armed men, should be permitted to pass into the Indian 
coustry. During the transit across the Plains, these trains 
will be held responsible forthe faithful observance of the 
rules laid down, and of the treaties with the Indian tribes, 
through whose country they are passing. 

3d. The commanding officer of each military post, on 
any of the routes west of the posts herein indicated as ren- 

ous, is directed to inspect each train which passes his 
Post, sufficiently, to assure himself that the military organi- 
vation herein specified has been made, and that the usual 
precautions against Indian attacks or surprises have been 
carefully observed. When it is found that the provisions 
of this order have not been complied with, the train in 
such neglect occurs will not be permitted to pass 
beyond the military post where it is discovered, until it is 
made manifest to that commanding officer the such neg- 
et will not occur again. The commanding officer who 
discovers this neglect will also report the facts to the com- 
mander of the next post on the route, in order that careful 
Xamination of the train may again be made at that post. 
.4th. All persons travelling across the Plains, except 
those belonging to the military serv:ce of the United States 
and such as are transported in the mail coaches or other 
conveyances on the overland routes, must join themselves 
fogether in a military organization, consisting of not less 
than thirty armed men, or must connect themselves with 
tome train. 

5th. Whenever a military escort is thought necessary, 
the commanding officer of the military post beyond which 
such escort may be required will notify captains of trains 
o ae fact, and will furnish a sufficient escort in addition 
ps © force with the train, to protect it to the next mili- 
nisl, post, when, if necessary, another esvort will be fur- 

ed; and these escorts will be suppliec from one post to 








ding officers of military posts on the 
ged with and will be held responsible for 
the faithful execution of this order; and on no pretext 
should they fail carefully to inspect every train or party of 
travellers, which passes through or within reach of the posts 
under their command. While every assistance at their 
command will be furnished by the commanders of military 
posts, which may facilitate or render secure the transit of 
emigrant or supply trains across the great Plains, these of- 
ficers are also charged with the responsibility exacting 
from these parties, a strict observance of all proper precau- 
tions against Indians, and of requiring that such parties be 
prepared to protect themselves as far as may be in their 
power, 

9th. It is not practicable, with the military force within 
this Department, to render every foot of the overland 
rovtes entirely secure against Indian hostilities ; and while 
the troops will be disposed and used in the manner which 
sems best adapted to protect parties of travellers, such par- 
ties must, between the military posts, rely much upon their 
own organization and means of defence. As the Govern- 
ment provides such protection for emigrants and trains 
as it is practicable to do without ruinous expense, and as 
the military authorities are held largely responsible for any 
misfortunes which may befall such parties from Indian 
attacks, they claim and will exercise the right to lay down 
such rules for journeys made within the Indian country 
and within their jurisdictiun, as may be considered neces- 
sary to provide against danger and at the same time not be 
oppressive or embarrassing to emigration or travel. 

II. The above regulations are thought reasonable and 
easy to observe, and, if complied with, are considered suf- 
ficient, with the presence and aid of the troops at impor- 
tant points, to render travel across the plains reasonably 
secure. They are therefore published for the information 
of all concerned, and will be strictly enforeed.

THE DUNDERBERG. 
Jo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir:—It is a singular fact that the hardest blow the 
Monitor system has received has been given by the distin- 
guished inventor himself, Captain Ericsson. . 

I allude to his system of mounting and handling collos- 
sal guns in broadside. This system has been thoroughly 
yorvah by the Ordnance Bureau, and adopted on the Dun- 
der to carry her 15-inch guns. 

It has always been deal tad with much truth, that 
one of the greatest advantages that the Monitor iron-clad 

sed over the broadside system was, the great facil- 
ity that system exhibited of installing and handling can- 
non of any weight within their cylindrical turrets. Can 
it now be said that they possess exclusively this important 
advantage? I think not, and for the reason that experi- 
ments with the 15-inch 20 ton gun, mounted on Erics- 
son’s new broadside gun-carriage, have proved that these 
uns can be handled in broadside in any weather at all 
ikely to obtain in a naval conflict. By this carriage this 
enormous gun can be controlled, both with respect to train- 
ing, running in and out, and receiving the recoil, by fewer 
men than are now required to man an 11-inch gun mounted 
on the naval pivot carriage. If such results have been at- 
tained with so much certainty with a 15-inch gun, why 
cannot even a 20-inch gun be mounted and handled by 
the enme invention? I can see no reason why this cannot 
be accomplished. 

This is a problem which the naval authorities of foreign 
powers have directed their attention to for a long time, fully 
——— the fact that not only are their present ap- 
pliances totally inadequate to render the use of suitable 
cannon in broadside possible, but also, that unless such 
artillery can be safely mounted, their immense broadside 
vessels are failures. Ience it is, that the engineering fra- 
ternity of Great Britain, from Armstrong down, have been 
planning and experimenting, year after year, in order to 
satisfy this imperative demand. As yet, they have met 
with but very mediocre success, for a gun of only twelve 
tons weight has been handled, and that very indifferenly, 
in their broadside ships. 

At all events, whether this new invention in naval war- 
fare damages our favorite system of iron-clads or not, 
America is entitled to the credit of having solved this dif- 
ticult naval problem. U.S. N 


Our correspondent evidently fails to ‘comprehend the 
principles of ths Monitor system. He forgets that it is not 
only the system of concentration of armor, but that it car, 
ries this concentration to a maximum, It is impossible on 
any other plan to carry anything like the same thickness: ¢ 
armor. As increase in the power of ordnance demands a 
corresponding increase in the thickness of armor, it fol- 
lows that, so far from Exicsson’s new gun-carriage, by 
which the heaviest ordnance can be handled in broadside, 
lessening the value of the Monitor system, it adds vastly 
to its importance, that is, if it is desired to have an iron- 
clad of sufficient impregnability to keep out these heavy 
shot. 

To give an example of the difference between diffusion 
and concentration of armor, the Dunderberg herself may be 
cited. This vessel is upward of 7,000 tons displacement, 
her hull below the angle of the casemate is covered with 
iron but three and a half inches thick, and the battery for- 
midable, if it were not placed behind the flimsy covering 
of four or four and a half inch plates laid on a very 
weak backing. Now, a Monitor vessel of the same dis- 
placement could carry about fifteen inches of solid iron all 
around her hull, and protect its guns, which could, of 
course, be as heavy as can be made, by about twenty-four 
inches of solid iron. The Dunderberg would be speedily 
sent to the bottom in a conflict with such a vessel. 

The Monitor Kalamazoo, built in the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard, is smaller than this vessel, yet she has fourteen inches 
of side armor, and protects her guns by fifteen inches of 
iron, which can, if necessary, be increased to twenty-four 
inches. 

Experiments in England have recently proved that the 
9-inch gun, with the chilled projectiles, would go through 
both sides of the casemate and side of the Dunderberg 
with ease, and the Kalamazoo would send her to the bottom 
in a few minutes after they came to close action.—[Ep.

ACTING ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 
Zo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sr :—There is a branch of the Army which has been 
overlooked by our legislators, when all other positions 
were improved, and which rather distinguished itself by 
its silent submission to the present state of affairs, although 
this state is by no means satisfactory. It will not be 
deemed presumptuous, therefore, if this neglected branch 
Taises its voice to ask for some acknowledgment of its ser- 
vices. 

It is known to all that the class of medical officers, 
styled Acting Assistant Surgeons U. S. Army, formed 








during the war by far the greatest proportion of the Medi- 
cal Corps, and counted among its members many of the 
most distinguished physicians of the country. It is a fact 
also that, although but rcantily remunerated, they served 
the country faithfully, mostly in the individual care of 
our sick and wounded, but often in more responsible posi- 
tions. Many of these acting assistant surgeons have no 
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doubt passed a satisfactory examination before the Board 
now assembled for recommendation of candidates for posi- 
tions in the medical staff of the Army to fill the 
sixty-five vacancies in the corrs, and for these I wish to 
claim some of the consideration to which they are entitled 
by their devoted services. previous services in the 
Volunteer Army are to define the relative rank of newly 
appointed Army surgeens, would it not be just to give the 
same advan to acting assistant , who served 
the country in as able and faithful a manner for two, 
three, even five years, as those who happen to hold com- 
missions ? 

If Congress would take in their hands the cause of these 
well-deserving men, they would not alone assist them, but 
also enable country to remunerate a faithful and effi- 
cient class of officers, who during the whole time of their 
services under contract had to contend with the annoyance 
of an insufficient pay, suffering all the disadvantages aris- 
ing from a military office without any of the advantages of 
their assimi:ated rank. 

The acting assistant surgeons on duty in the Army have 
been regularly reported to the Surgeon General's office, 
and each appointee’s claim to consideration of previous 
services can easily be verified. A. ©. G. 








NAVAL ACADEMY DIPLOMAS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir :—The diplomas, or certificates of graduation, just 
issued to the graduating class of midshipmen of 1866, b 
the authorities of the United States Naval Academy, wit 
the sanction of the Navy Department, have given very 
little satisfaction on account of their general appearance, 
and the very indefinite idua they give of the course pur- 
sued at that institution. 

The diplomas given to graduates, from the time of the 
foundation of the Academy down to the time of our 
graduating, have been such as one would be proud to show 
in after years, as a momento of what he accomplished in 
his schoolboy days. ‘They always contained the signatures 
of the head professors of each department of study, there- 
by giving a clear idea of the course pursued ; the number 
assigned him among his classmates ; that he satis- 
factorily passed the rigid examinations required of him, 
and a recommendation to that rank in the Navy provided 
by the regulations, to which every young man is entitled 
immediately after finishing the required course at the 
Academy. They were neatly engraved on parchment, 
sealed with the establic-hed seal of the institution, and al- 
ways issued tothe members of the classon the day of 
graduating, in the presence of the junior midshipmen, by 
the superintendent in person, accompanied by a kind fare- 
well address. Such a scene had the grand effect upon the 
minds of the young aspirants to stimulate them to per- 
severence in, and application to their studies, in order that 
they might, some time, stand in the places of those they so 
much envied on that eventful day. Such was the old sys- 
tem. How isitnow? Nearly eight months after leaving 
the Academy, we receive by mail, the long and patiently 
looked-for instrument which is to tell our friends what we 
have done with the past precious four years of our life; 
and oh, what disappointment! not on account of the time, 
for owing to the long time occupied in preparing them, 
we expected something far superior tu the old diploma, 
which has heen carried home by so many with pride and 
satisfaction, but of the diploma itself, how much inferior 
instead of superior !—engraved on white paper, simply tes- 
tifying that Midshipman —— has graduated ; not even 
showing a single study, nor the number he graduated ; no 
recommendation to anything in the general service; no 
seal to legalize or show that it ever issued from the Naval 
Academy, and only signed by the “ Superintendent and 
President of the Academic Board” Such are the papers 
we have received, and for such I would give but little. I 
say openly, not only for myself, but my classmates also, 
that we are ashamed to show these things to our friends, 
and our only hope is that some day, not far distant, the 
authorities who issued them will see them as we do now; 
recall them, and issue others which will be an honor to th 
institution in which they originate. W. 








THE PAYMENT OF THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sin:—Pay-day in the Army is a nuisance, and no mistake. 
Soldiers, of course, are very anxious to see the paymaster 
arrive, but the service in fact suffers from our present 
system of paying off the troops. From the very moment 
the pay is received, until the last cent has been spent, by 
the greater part of the men, good order and military dis- 
cipline are almost entirely suspended. Drunkenness, fights, 
absence from roll call and trom duty, are the order of the 
day, and the officers have their hands full with quelling 
disturbances and preferring charges. Most officers are in- 
clined to grant what is called a holiday, which seems but 
to be a permission to deviate from all the rules and regula- 
tions, and to indulge in every kind of dissipation which 
may be attainable for money. ‘The men extend that holi- 
day to three and four days; drunkenness increases, the 
guard-house is crowded, military crimes are committed, 
charges must be preferred, and, we dare say, one half at 
least of the cases for general and garrison courts arise 
from the first week after pay-day. But thise are only the 
virible consequences. It takes some days before a garri- 
son or field officer’s court can be ordered ; it takes in most 
cases a much longer time before the trial by general court 
comes on, and whatever the riotous dissipations may have 
left undone is completed by the guard-house. There the 
arrested soldiers find themselves all in the same situation, 
not much to do in the guard-house, just sufficient fatigue- 
duty to prevent a man from becoming low-spirited ; no guard 
duty, no drill, no cleaning of arms, but full rations, and a 
good time generally. Even those who do not like it at first, 
get soon accustomed to it, and many good soldiers leave 
the guard-house demoralized for life. Any laborer, farmer, 
mechanic, gets his pay, ,the proceeds of his daily toil, 
weekly, or at least monthly ; and moreover, he knows that 
if he spends it in a day, he will have to starve for a week, 
and may loose his place altogether. The soldier receives 





his rations, he can draw clothing, he has his shelter; a 
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new credit is opened to him at the sutler’s, consequently 
he looks upon his cash pay as upon so much pocket. i 
very few, probably not five men in a company, try to aay, 
it. Tospend all they get in dissipation and bad drek 
becomes a habit, and when their term of service expires 
many have become worthless members of society, 
ly good for another enlistment. ’ 
There is no doubt that this evil now exists in the Army. 
why not look out fora remedy? The Danish sold 
receives his pay every five days, the Prussian soldier ey, 
ten days, the English soldier every day at noon. There), 
no doubt that something could be done to mitigate the 
evil. By paying every week, for instance, we would for 
the first few months undoubtedly have to combat the same 
evil weekly, instead of six times a year, but it would be 
possible to combat it with more success; the men would 
learn how to manage their money, habitual drunkards 
would use themselves up faster, and sooner cease to be a bur. 
den to the Army; the sutler would sell for ready mong 
only, and could be made to sell cheaper. We have ~ 
doubt the moral condition of the soldier would improve 
and with it discipline and military efficiency. ' 
Why not have a paymaster with the rank of lieutenant 
to each regiment, just as well as a regimental quarter. 
master? Let him send in his monthly estimate in time: 
let some paymaster of higher rank in each department 
provide him with the necessary funds promptly, and he 
would never be responsible for a greater amount of mone 
than what would be covered by a small amount of bonds 
so much as can be expected for an officer to furnish, who 
receives lieutenant’s pay. Regularity of business, of 
course, would be necessary; but that is necessary every. 
where. Deputy paymaster-generals, or whatever their 
rank might be, should always be sufficiently provided with 
funds for distribution to regimental paymasters; but we 
think that could be managed, especially with the assist. 
ance of our numerous national banks. Difficulties might 
arise where troops are stationed in our territories far West, 
but these cases would be exceptions. We believe that a 
change of system, with a view of paying the soldier every 
week, would prove beneficial to the soldier and to the ser- 
vice, and our pay department, which during the war has 
proved itself equal to any emergency, would easily con- 
form with any new regulations which might be introduced 
to that effect. C. V. H. 


BREECH-LOADERS AGAIN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

















Str :—It is passing strange that while so much is being 
done in the way of perfecting the rifle aud carbine, we 
hear nothing of an improved Army pistol. There are as 
many different pocket-pistols, revolvers and repeaters as 
there are breech-loading rifles; but most of them are poor 
affairs for troops, and Coit’s and Remington's Army pistols 
are still the best we have for the se:vice; but we greatly 
need a better weapon of this kind. We want a pistol of 
the size and weight of the present Army pistol to use the 
metallic cartridge, of the calibre to be adopted for the new 
carbines (45 or ‘60); or the Volt and Remington pistols 
might be altered to use metallic explosive cartridges, by 
cutting off the rear of the cylinder, so as to make it sim- 
lar to Smith and Wesson’s pistol cylinders ; shortening the 
space in which the cylinder plays, and altering the ham- 
mer slightly. 

Every one in the Army knows the great inconvenience 
of loading and capping an Army pistol while in motion 
on horseback, and also the great number of pistol car- 
tridges that are destroyed in the cartridge box, and in 
loading. With the metallic cartridge this waste does not 
occur. The price per thousand for paper cartridges, 
calibre *44, is $18 50; for metallic cartridges, calibre *44, is 
$24; the difference in favor of paper cartridges is $5 6), 
which ia more than counterbalanced by the convenience 
and economy of the use and durability of the metallic car- 
tridge. 

The Army want a good serviceable pistol to use the Army 
metallic cartridge; and the inventor who produces _the 
proper weapon will do the best thing yet done in the pistol 
line, and will, no doubt, reap a rich reward. Who speaks 
first? Let us hear. R. A.

The majority of Volunteer officers are men cf mature 
years, compared to those of the Regular Navy holding the 
mmerenk.

Five years’ service, or more, in the Navy, and more than 
that, the present unfortunate commercial condition of the 
country, have made it generally impossible for Volunteer 
officers to find employment elsewhere; resignations are 
therefore comparatively few. This also explains in part 
the fact that Volunteer officers have said so little for them- 
selves; but I assert, without fear of contradiction, that 
their silence is no sign of their contentment.

THE FRASER’GUN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

§m:—In the Autumn of 1864, a new gun was started 
at Woolwich, from the plans and under the direction of 
Mr. Fraser, one of the superintendents of the Royal Gun 
Factories, which has been called in the accounts of the 
experimental firings made with it, the Fraser gun of 
cheap construction. From the last accounts, we learn that 
this gun is to constitute the model for all the future ord- 
nance of England; to this end displacing all the Armstrong 
and other forms. ‘It seems” says the London Times of 
February 1, 1567, “‘ that the superintendent of the gun 
factories has received instruction to confine himself, in 
future, to the exclusive manufacture of all guns, both for 
land and sea service, on the Fraser method.” 

Now, can any one of your correspondents or readers in- 
form us what the Fraser method is, and give us a description 
of the Fraser gun, and tell us howit is made. The accounts 
which have been published of it in the Zimes, and other 
English papers in 1864, 65 and ’66, have dropped no word 
of its construction; and the Woolwich authorities seem 
hitherto to have kept the foreign public in the dark upon 
it, But as several hundred of the guns of great size have 
been made, and proved at Shoeburyness, it seems impos- 
sible that their construction has been kept within the gates 
of the gun factories as a trade mystery was kept in the 
middle ages. It is high time, therefore, that your paper told 
its readers the story of the Fraser gun. R.

As the brevets of such officers were not gained in the 
Regular service, the Register ought, in justice to all con- 
cerned, to designate the arm of the service in which they 
were obtained, otherwise the newly-appointed officers of 
the Regular Army will seem to have been more distin- 
guished and to have won higher brevet rank than those 
educated to military pursuits, and having seen many years 
of hard service.. 

‘Though it may be considered proper for an officer of the 
Volunteer force, who is about to return to civil duties, to 
solicit the compliment of brevet rank, it would be thought 
a breach of good taste if done by a Regular officer, and to 
one possessed of just pride, the act would render the com- 
mission worthless if obtained by such means. M. 








NAVAL BOARD OF SURVEY. 


Senator J. D. Grimes, on the 25th ult., introduced the 
following bill in the Senate. It was then too late for the 
Thirty-ninth Congress to make it a law, and as the 
opinion of the profession at large is desired on the merits 
of the bill, we give it in full: 


A sit to authorize the creation of a Board of Survey of 
the Navy. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That there 
shall be, and there is hereby established and connected 
with the Navy Department a Board of Survey, to be com- 
posed of five officers, three of whom shall be line officers 
of the Navy, one shall bea chief engineer of the Navy, 
and one a naval constructor, who shall be appointed by the 
President, confirmed by the Senate, and hold their offices 
for the term of three years. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of said Board of Survey to examine all plans and 
specifications for the construction, equipment, armament 
and repair of all vessels of war, and to present their 
opinions thereon in writing to the Secretary of the Navy ; 
to revise the allowance book of the complement of men 
and equipments of vessels of the Navy, and to recommend 
such alterations and amendments thereof, from time to 
time, as to them may seem expedient. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That no money shall be 
expended in the construction of any vessel of war, or any 
contract made for the construction or equipment of such 
vessel, until all tte plans, specifications, drawings. and de- 
tails for such vessel shall be first submitted to and ex- 
amined by said Board of Survey, and their opinion there- 
on had in writing. 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of each and every commanding officer afloat to make, 
from time to time, as he may be directed by the Secretary 
of the Navy, full, specific and particular reports of the 
performance of the vessels under their respective com- 
mands, together with such suggestions and recommenda- 
tions as to their equipment, armament, rig, stowage, steer- 
ing qualities and accommodations as they may deem prop- 
er, which reports shall be submitted by the Secretary to 
the Board of Survey, for their examination. 

Szc. 5. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of said Board, if practicable, to make annually a per- 
sonal examination of each navy-yard, station, depot and 
arsenal belonging to the United States and under the 
charge of the Navy Department, to inquire into the regu- 
lations established for the government thereof, the dis- 
cipline maintained, to inspect each department of every 
such yard, depot, or station, the manner of keeping the 
books and accounts, to inspect the public works, docks, 
wharves, buildings and vessels at each of said yards, de- 
pots, stations and arsenals, and to make full reports of 
their examinations, together with their recommendations, 
to the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of the Navy to detail a clerk of the 
Navy Department to act as the clerk of said Board of Sur- 
vey.

CHANGE OF STATION FOR TROOPS. 


HE popular illusion that ‘‘ a soldier’s life is always 

‘* gay,”’ is quickest removed, perhaps, by some 

brief personal experience of its delights, in time of 
peace, on the frontiers of civilization. The plod-plod 
of military duties, the treadmill round of exercises, 
the routine of life, both on duty and off duty, show 
that this form of existence, so far from being enviable 
as peculiarly ‘‘gay,’’ is often intolerably dull, mo- 
notonousand annoying. Yet there isa wide difference 
of desirability in military posts; and, while garrison 
service anywhere is not specially exhilarating, there is 
such odds of honor, duty, opportunity, comfort, ease, 
Juxury, chance of promotion, field service, exemption 
from field service—whatever may be liked or disliked 
in itself—that it becomes an all-important point to a 
_ yegiment whither it is ass‘gned. All degrees of heat 
or cold, all degrees of civilization in the region round 
about, all varieties of duty from pleasant to detestable, 
all differences of health or comfort in surroundings, 
all concomitants in the way of sand flies, gnats, mos- 
quitos, Indians, snakes and other ‘‘ vermin ’’—these 
favors, we say, are unevenly distributed in the various 
posts which now echo the national drum-call, through 
twenty-five degrees of latitude and sixty of longitude. 
Bince, therefore, it is impossible to change the in- 
trinsic advantages or disadvantages of the stations to 
which troops are assigned, it would seem fair to inter- 
change as regularly, as impartially, and as often as 
possible, the garrisons themselves. Since there are 
unquestionably best places and worst places, it is 
hardly right to continue the same detachment in either 
the worst or best longer than necessary. It is true 
that, in entering the service, one takes his risk of post 
along with the other ‘‘ fortunes of war,” and even if 
the worst falls to his lot, it is simply the duty of a 
good soldicr to endure it. But, at the same time, 
should any unprejudiced person be told what the 
variety in stations is, he would conclude there must be 
strong reasons for Government's refraining from equal- 
{zing the burdens and the benefits among its troops. 
Strong reasons there are, it must be confessed, for 
the present practice. The expense of conveying 
troops from post to post, for the mere sake of change, 
would be very heavy, as can easily be shown. The 
time Jost, and the extra trouble and labor to the 
quartermaster and other departments, would also be 
something. The breaking up of routine and stability 
of discipline among troops might, in some cases, be an 


haps, than with us, as the enormous distances of her 
outposts from England's two little islands has caused 
her government transport system to be improved, and 
has made it necessary to employ it, for economy’s 
sake. Again, in times of peace, the items of waste 
of time, trouble and labor, are not great, as there is 
not usually great urgency in the duties required of the 
service. There are, also, as many advantages as dis- 
advantages in breaking up routine, at long intervals. 
On the one hand, it may well be said that, by practice, 
the garrison of a particular post gets perfect familiarity 
with its duties, with its surroundings, and with. all 
possibilities wh ch might arise, and that these duties 
are then performed with ease and facility. But, on 
the other hand, perfect acquaintance with one region 
or one class of duties may involve ignorance of all 
others; all troops should be fit for all branches of 
duty, and equal to all emergencies. So we might go 
through the objections, and show that something 
counterbalances, more or less, each of them. Even 
in the matter of the expense to the troops in changing, 
the variety of scene and duty might compensate them ; 
and, in any event, it is rather an argument for the in- 
crease of pay than against the general idea of changing 
stations. Besides, if a fixed, regular and well-under- 
stood method of change of station were adopted, 
provision could be made for it accordingly. 

We do not feel it necessary to take any violent 
ground, one way or the other, just now, on the ques- 
tion, but we wish rather to throw out some suggestions, 
to invite discussion. The English and French services 
have argued the matter at length, though certain 
peculiarities with them alter the question as applied 
tous. But, betwixt Portland, Maine, and Port'and, 
Oregon, there ism chance for a great variety of ex- 
perience in military posts. As there is a difference 
between bureaus and barracks, between skirmishing 
with Sioux and prying at heavy ordnance, between the 
neighborhood of the chief cities of the Republic in 
wealth, comfort, intelligence, culture, and the hut of 
the settler or trader, there will always be an effort to 
have the “‘lines fall in pleasant places.” JoHN 
PxHenrIx, from personal experience, gives some clew 
to the difference between stations in the respect of 


comfort. He has drawn the picture of ‘‘ Fort Yuma, 


‘on the Colorado, where the thermometer stands at 
**912° in the shade, and the hens iay hard-boiled 
“‘eggs.’’ He has described what ‘‘a small place—a 
‘* very small place” Port Oxford is, by telling us that 


the military post must be ‘‘used to tie mules to;” 
and that a steamer once leaving it without casting off 
one of her stern lines, ‘‘ accidentally towed the whole 


**city up the coast”’ without discovering the blunder. 


Now, betwixt the ‘‘ Port Oxfords”’ of the country and 
the more desirable posts, there appears to be a great 
gulf fixed. To bridge the gulf and allow regular 
transits and tolerably frequent reliefs, would at least 
bring greater equality into the service. 








In discussing, some weeks since, tho prospects of 


the National Militia, we pointed out with pleasure 
the disposition to leaven the old organizations with 
the experience and skill of men actually trained in 
battle during the late Rebellion: and, in particular, 
we referred to the recent filling up of vacancies in the 
divisional commands of the New York Militia by 
Volunteer officers who had won distinction on well- 
fouzht fields. In printing, last week, the announce- 
ment by General SHALER of the officers appointed 
by him to serve as his staff, in the First division, 
National Guard, we might well have made a similar 
comment.

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FRANCE ABANDONS MEXIOO. 


Two important official papers go into the week's 
resord of the Mexican question. The European mail 
bag brings us CASTELNAU’S dispatch to his Imperial 
master, narrating the evacuation of Mexico; and Mr. 
SEWARD publishes General Drx’s official translation 








Législatif, proclaiming the same event. 

Yes, France abandons Mexico. At this moment, 
transports are taking her troops from Vera Cruz, the 
acts of BAZAINE instantly echoing, across the Atlantic, 
the words of Napoteon. The official copy of the 
Imperial address fully warrants the weighty import 
ascribed to it by the telegraphic summary; and as 
being the farewell comment of the French Govern- 
ment on the great Mexican scheme, deserves much 
attention. The address, while repeating the old pro- 
testations of honest intent in the invasion of Mexico, 
does not conceal the chagrin of failure. We are told 
that France sought the “redress of grievances;" 
that she was prompted by a ‘‘ generous sentiment” 
in her intervention; that it was ‘‘ an attempt at re- 
‘* generation,” by which ‘‘all interests would have 
‘* profited : ” but we are also reminded that the French 
Government had ‘beforehand assigned thelimit to 
*‘ its sacrifices,” which limit was the end of the past 
year. Qne hardly knows which to admire most, in 
such a proclamation, the self-denying philanthrophy 
thus reluctantly disclosed to the world as the hidden 
spring of the French invasion, or the Napoleonic 
coolness which aprés coup announces that a limit had 
been ‘‘ beforehand ”’ fixed to these pious “‘ sacrifices.” 
But it is odd, to say the least, that the time forefixed 
by fate and the Emperor for the,retreat from Mexioo, 
so closely trod upon that assigned by our Republic for 
the same event. 

Napo.Eon makes much, very naturally, of the vol 
untary feature of the retreat. He declares that the 
evacuation was made “in the fulness of our liberty 
“ of action,” and that anything which had “ partaken 
“ of the nature of external pressure,”’ ¢. ¢., such as 4 
menace from Mr. SEWARD, “ would only have pro- 
* longed a state of things which we wish to abridge. 
He declares that military reasons alone modified the 
first plans of evacuation, and that of his own f ree will 
he determined to draw his troops from Mexico ip 
March. It must be owned that the Emperor cam 
sustain this latter allegation by facts. It was sem 
officially announced from Washington last year that a 
fresh Napoleonic proposition to put off the embarka- 
tion of the French troops, until Spring, under a plea 
that a’) should then go together, had been sternly 
rejected by our angry Government. We were told by 
telegraph that ‘“‘ NAPOLEON had asked for a delay 
‘‘ until the Ist of January. To this our Government 
“has not assented, but insists that the withdrawal

So, too, twelve days later, on the 20th of October, 
Mr. Szwann, giving his instructions to Mr. Camp- 
gril, reminds him of ‘‘the explicit arrangement” 
for the French evacuation, in accordance with which 
“the PRESIDENT expects that within the next month 
“(November] a portion at least of the French ex- 
“peditionary forces will retire from Mexico.” This 
advice was given, of course, in perfect knowledge of 
the desired change of plan on the Emperor’s part. 

In viewing, therefore, these historic facts, and many 
others which might be cited, it must be owned that 
the great point made by NaPoLEon is true—that 
France had ‘“‘liberty of action” in retreating from 
Mexico, It may also be granted, as he asserts, that 
“external pressure,” whether in the shape of Mr. 
Sywanp’s diplomatic tape, or General LoGan’s 
90,000 men,’’ would have lengthened the stay of 
the French in Mexico. Nevertheless, the broad fact 
remains on the world’s record, that it was the remon- 
strance of the United States which forced France out 
of Mexico. If our diplomacy has not set this fact in 
a perfectly clear light, yet the fact remains. This 
year may be, therefore, regarded as that of the first 
great international vindication, in practice, of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 








We direct attention to an editorial article from the 
London Engineering of February 15th, on the Monitor 
system, which is published in this issue of the 
JOURNAL.

The arguments, facts 
and statistics with which Mr. BourNE supported his 
d priori reasoning, appear to have been so irrefragable 
asto completely refute the adverse criticisms of many 
eminent professional men who seem not to have given 
the subject sufficient attention to argue about it with 
thorough intelligence. 

The relations of Captain CoLxs to the turret system 
are now fully understood in English official circles.

CONGRESS. 

Taz new Congress will probably remain in session only 
until it has perfected to its satisfaction a supplementary 
military reconstruction bill; and then it will take a recess 
until October. The bill introduced into the House from 
the Judiciary Committee, and passed, failed to satisfy the 
similar committee in the Senate, and a substitute was 
reported, upon which no action has yet been taken. It 
seems likely that it will not go through until opportunity 
has been given for several set speeches with which 
Senators are laboring. 

The other business transacted by the Senate may be 
briefly summarized. A bill, introduced by Mr. Cracrn, 


4 authorizing the settlement of claims for the disbursement 


of extra pay granted to the officers, seamen and marines 
of the Navy who served on the Pacific Coast, by the Naral 
Appropriation bill of August, 1852, and March, 1853, was 
referred to the Committee on Claims. A bill amendatory 
of the act defining the number and regulating the appoint- 
ment of officers of the Navy, which proviaes that the 
PresipEnxt shall nominate, and with the consent of the 
Senate, promote such officers of the. Navy not exceeding 
ten in number, thirty numbers in rank who have.distin- 
guished themselves in battle and have not already been 
promoted for such service, was referred to the Committee 
on Naval Affairs. 

A joint resolution introduced by Mr. Witson in relation 
to the settlement of claims due to colored soldiers, provid- 
ing that the same shall be paid through the Commissioner 
of Freedmen’s Affairs into the Freedmen’s Saving and 
Trust Company, was referred, called up, debated and re- 
committed. Mr, Harwan introduced a Dill in relation to 
treaties with the Indian tribes, which provides that here- 
after the latter shall not be recognized as independent na- 
tions, but may be regarded as a domestic municipal organ- 
ization, with whom contracts may be made on behalf of 
the United States, subject to the approval of Congress be- 
fore taking effect. The bill was referred to the Committee 
on Indian Affairs. Mr. Henprrson offered a resolution 
calling upon the Secretary of War to communicate to the 
Senate whether an armed expedition has been sent against 
the Indians in the Western Territories, and if so, under 
what order and against what tribes to proceed. 

Mr. Wi11as introduced a joint resolution, which was 
referred, defining the meaning of the second section of the 
act of March, 1861, relative to property lost in the mili- 
tary service, to be, that wherever any claimant for lost 
property shall comply with all the terms of the act on the 
subject of property lost, as above, he shall be paid the 
amount of awards made by the commissioners who au- 
dited the claim. A resolution introduced by Mr. Wixson 
to amend the charter of the National Asylum for Disabled 
Soldiers and Sailors by allowing members of Congress to 
serve as directors, was passed. A bill was introduced and 
referred providing for the distribution of the awards for 
the capture of Jerrerson Davis. A privatg bill was 
passed authorizing the accounting officers of the Treasury 
to put to the credit of Jonn H. Exuis, Paymaster of the 
Army, $3,600, the amount not recovered of a sum of 
money stolen from him at Leavenworth, Kansas. Mr. 
Sumver, from the Committee on Foreign Affairs, reported 
back the bill in regard to French spoliation claims, and 
the bill to provide for the defence of the northern fron- 
tiers, with a favorable recommendation in each case. No 
final action was taken on a resolution from the Military 
Committee directing the Secretary of War fo furnish arms 
and equipments for 25,000 militia to the Governor of Ten- 
nesses. A resolution was passed directing the payment to 
Dononoz, Ryan & Secor of $179,000, to make good their 
loss on the contract for building the iron-clad Camanche. 

In the House Mr. Scuencx tried to get through his 
Bounty bill, but failed. The fight over this bill is sectional, 
the Western States favoring it while the Eastern and 
Middle States oppose it. The bill provides for paying 
certain sums for bounties, deducting all State and local 
bounties from the amount appropriated. The Western 
States never gave any State or local bounties, while the 
Eastern and Middle States did. Two efforts were made to 
get through resolutions of sympathy with the Fenians, 
but they failed, objection being made. A joint resolution, 
introduced by Mr. Stevens, to provide for the expense of 
carrying out the military reconstruction bill, was amended 
so as to fix the sum at half amillion, and passed. The 
Secretary of the Treasury was directed to report the ex- 
penses incurred in the revenue cutter service during the 
last fiscal year. Also, the value of all seizures made by 
the revenue cutters, and all fines, penalties, and forfeitures 
that have accrued therefrom during the same period. 

Bills were introduced and referred, granting pensions 
from the date of discharge: to clothe a portion of the sol-

Gevzrat Orders No. 10 from Headquarters of the 
Army, Adjutant General’s Office, publishes the act of Cone 
gress to provide for the more efficient government of the 
Rebel States.

GeneraL Peet, in replying in the House of Commons 
to a question concerning the condition of the fortifications, 
said it would be necessary to put in turntables and turretts 
sheathed with iron to carry the heavy guns wi.h which the 
batteries are to be armed, else a great many batteries 
would be useless.

duction is intended to defray the amount expended in purchasing 
books, advertising, etc. 

A person desiring to belong to this association must bea member 
of one of the organizations of the Fifth regiment, and comply with 
the regulations of the regiment, the organization to which he belong: 
and also with those of the association. Every person who enlists in 
the regiment after twelve o’clock u., March 15th, must, before 
admitted to the association, pass a medical examination before the 
regimental surgeon. Should this examination prove sati 
and the candidate so elect, he at once becomes a member of the Lifs 
Insurance Association of the regiment, and remains so until he fail: 
to pay his dues. Proper provision is made in case a member of the 
association, who has failed to pay his dues, should again desire to be- 
come a participator in its benefits.

Your petitioners respectfully set forth, that the withdrawal of the 
dective right in such cases, as in law now provided, and which for 
years bas been enjoyed and exercised, would bea serious and grave 
interference with our rights and privileges, would be a detriment to 
the best interests of the National Guard, would be a damper upon the 
emulation and spirits of officers, and would be an unreasonable and 

us power and patronage accorded to major-generals. 

It would be the disfranchising of over three hundred regimental 
field officers, and the bestowal of their elective rights upon eight gen- 
qal officers to exercise the same according to their unfettered judg- 
pent or caprice, and would be a stepping-stone toward the total with- 
éraval of elective rights throughout all grades in the National Guard, 

which, in a purely Volunteer service, such as the National 
Guard, we hold as being most necessary to its best in'erests and sus- 
tenance, and without which it would soon loose its vitality and pop- 
arity, and eventually become a mere organization of officers. 

The great, and, in fact, only real inducement to the National 
Guardsman for a protracted service in the State troops is the hope of 
promotion, which now can only be obtained by the votes of his asso- 
dates, in accordance with the laws, and those men most qualified and 
best adapted to fill vacancies are, by that great popular instinct so 

inant among our people, almost certain to receive the support 
and votes of the electors. One appointment, under the proposed 
anendment, made over the head of a deserving and capable otticer, 
would tend more to injure the service and demoralize the Militia, 
than could be effected by the promotion of half-a-dozen partialiv 
qualified officers under the existing laws, these latter laws amply 
providing for the retirement of any incompetent officers, and the laws 
wthis connection are freely and impartially resorted to. 

Your petitioners do therefore earnestly and respectfully pray your 
honorable body that this section may be stricken out of the said act.

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A connesporpent of the Scientific 
writes as follows upon practical surgery 
cases of accident: ‘I beg leave to call atten- 
tion, through your columns, to a matter which, 
although not within your immediate province, 
must concern many of your readers. The ut- 
most care and skill in the management of rail- 


ways, machine shops and factories, cannot 


always avert accidents, often so grave as to 
imperil or destroy life. Very often, however, 


these accidents prove fatal, or the subjects of 
those|that he had made something like a million 


them experience much suffering, because 
who are on the spot and uninjured do not 
know of some simple measure to be taken at 
once, before regular surgical assistance can be 
had. I have seen many such cases, and one 
which came under my notice last Summer, and 
proved fatal, especially impressed me with the 
importance of preventing them, if possible I 
have therefore prepared the following set of 
brief and simple directions in the plainest 
terms, as to the course to be pursued under 
such circumstances. The dangers to be feared in 
these cases are, shock or collapse, loss of blood, 
and unnecessary suffering in the moving of the 
patient. In shock the injured person lies pale, 
faint, coid, sonmetimes insensible, with labored 
ulse and breathing. Apply external warmth 
y wrapping him up (not merely covering him 
over) in blankets, quilts or extra clothes. 
Bottles of hot water, hot bricks (not too hot) 
muy also be wrapped up in cloths and put to 
the arm-pits, along the sides, and between the 
feet, if they are uninjured. If the patient has 
not been drinking, give brandy or whiskey in 
tablespoonful doses, every fifteen or twenty 
minutes—less frequently as he gets better. 
Food (strong soup is the best) should also be 
given now and then. If the patient is not 
bleeding, do not apply any constriction to the 
limb, but cover the wounded part lightly with 
the softest rags to be had (linen is the best). 
It there is bleeding, do not try to stop it 
by binding up the wound. The current of 
blood to the part must be checked. To do 
this, find the artery, by its beating; lay 
a firm and even compress or pad (made of 
cloth or rags rolled up, or a round stone or 
piece of wood well wrapped) over the artery, 
tie a handkerchief around the limb and com- 
press ; put a bit of stick through the handker- 
chief, and twist the latter up until it is just 
tight enough to stop the bleeding; then put 
one end of the stick under the handkerchief to 
prevent untwisting. The artery of the thigh 
rans along the inner side of the muscle in front 
near the bone. A little above the knee it passes, 
to the back of the bone. In injuries at or 
above the knee apply the compress high up, on 
the inner side of the thigh, with the knot on 
the outer side of the thigh. When the leg is 
injured below the knee apply the compress at 
the back of the thigh, just above the knee, the 
knot in front. The artery in the arm runs 
dow the inner side of the large muscle in front, 
uite close to the bone; low down it gets 
urther forward toward the bend of the elbow. 
It is most easily found and compressed a little 
above the middle. Care should be taken to 
examine the limb from time to time and to 
lessen the compression, if it becomes very cold 
or purple ; tighten up the handkorchief again 
if the bleeding begins afresh. ‘To transport a 
wounded person comfortably, make a soft and 
even bed for the injured part, of straw, folded 
blanket, quilts or pillows laid on a board, with 
side-pieces of board nailed on, where this can 
be done. If possible, let the patient be laid 
on a door, shutter, settee, or some firm sup 
port, properly covered. Have sufficient force 
to lift him steadily, and let those who bear him 
not keep step.”

The scouts, 
who are Boise Indians, and six citizena, were 
ordered round on the hills above them, getting 
between the hostile Indians and their horses, 
when at the break of day an Indian discovered 
the troops and gave the alarm. A signal gun 
was fired, when General Crook, with his com- 
mand, charged across the field and over the 
lodges, killing everything before them. A 
few sufficed to gather up all that were trying 
to escape, but a number took shelter in a 
lodge. when Hanson, a citizen, killed an In- 
dian in the lodge, and advanced on it, saying 
that he would go in; but when within fifteen 
feet of it, he was shot anc killed. The Gen- 
eral got a few men together, fired a volley 
into the lodge, charged upon it, and a soldier 
hauled the only surviving buck from under 
the dead bodies of his comrades, and dis- 
patched him, and the work was done. The 
result is forty Indians killed and twenty seven 
made prisoners. Hanson, who was killed, was 
a brother of the editor of the Clear Lake (Cal.) 
Times. John Manning was wounded. 


A mepicat friend in this city furnishes us 

the particulars of the following remarkable 
case, in the treatment of which he acted as 
professional adviser : 
Something over nine months ago, a boy, liv- 
ing in a village about twelve miles from this 
city, while amusing himself with a pistol, ac- 
cidentally discharged it; and, the muzzle being 
pointed toward his face, the ball entered his 
head just above the left eye, and proceeding 
backward in almost a —_ line, lodged in 
the brain, at a distance of four and a half 
inches from the point ot entrance. 

The boy fell insensible, and was supposed 
to be de A country surgeon was sent for, 
who pronounced, after examining the wound, 
that the boy would die in a short time, and 
that nothing cuuld be done for him. In the 
mean time a messenger was dispatched to this 
city, and our medical friend returned with 
him to the village. An examination was 
made ;§ a probe being inserted, the ball was 
distinctly felt, lodged, as before stated, in the 
brain, in proof of which a copious discharge 
of blood and brain matter followed the with- 
drawal of the probe. The doctor having sat- 
isfied himself that the extraction of the ball 
would result in the death of the patient, left 
word with the anxious parents concerning the 
treatment to be pursued, telling them not to 
be alarmed, that many people had lived to an 
old age, in peace and comfort, with bullets in 
their brains; and that, if the boy was proper- 
ly taken care of, there was no reason to despair 
of his life. 

This was over nine months ago. The boy, 
under the treatment preecribed, gradually im- 
proved But the most remarkable part of the 
story is yet tocome. It was some time before 
consciousness returned to the boy, but gradu- 
ally his senses came back, and he recognized 
his friends; but behold! his power of speech 
was no more; he could not, with the exception 
of a disjointed word or two, talk at all, and 
the ability to read was entirely gone from 
him; yet, ‘strange to say, his arithmetical 
powers were not only preserved, but appeared 
to be greatly mcreased; he could figure up 
with marvellous celerity very abstruse sums; 
in fact the loss of the organ of speech seemed 
to be counterbalanced by the increased power 
of the organ of calculation. Now, whether 
the amount of brain that issued from the 
wound made by the pistol ball was that por- 
tion in which the faculty of speech resided, or 
whether the the ball on the brain 
benumbed that faculty into inanition, is a 
nice question which we leave to the medical 
profession.
